The state departm ent at W ashing­ 
ton. replying to a recent press dis­ 
patch from Berlin stating that the 
United States secret code was know n 
to several of the European belliger­ 
ents, insisted th at secret dispatches 
could still be sent. 
"T h a t is what the departm ent al­ 
ways says," said an American offi­ 
cially fully iii touch with the sit­ 
uation. 
“ You’ll find the code will not be 
changed until it is too late." 
It was learned today th at an Am ­ 
erican code book was stolen from an 
attache of the American minister to 
the Balkans shortly before the o u t­ 
break of the war. Secret service men 
tried for weeks to trace it before 
the loss was communicated to W a sh ­ 
ington. It is not known wiiat bellig­ 
erent possesses this volume but the 
American envoys are convinced that 
everv important 
European 
power 
can read 
the diplomatic 
b u t the 
naval secret codes. 
About seven months ago, an offi­ 
cial mail pouch, carrying a highly 
important secret report to the navy 
departm ent 
from 
an observer in 
Germany, was opened after it left 
London. The secret report was u n ­ 
sealed and when it reached W ashing­ 
ton showed much handling. 
In many of the foreign embassies 
and legations, English, French, Ger­ 
man and other foreign attaches have 
acted as American code experts. It is 
quite possible th a t several men wha 
have handled the American diploma­ 
tic code are now in the employ of 
European governments.
